MR. FIX-IT. 
KAR. FIX-IT, who conducts a daily column to adjust the 
complaints of readers on this pace asks readers to look 
for something to complain about. 


Mr. Fix-It's plea reminds us of the man who watches 
the fire department extinguishing;, a fire, and insists on 
letting even-one within ear-shot know that he knows more 
about putting out a fire than the firemen. 


He la ighs at their efforts, criticizes the strategy used 
in combatting the blaze, complains that the firemen are 
d^ing more damage than the fire, and grumbles when they 
eventually complete their task without serious property 
loss. 
This man is peeved at himself and the firemen be­ 
cause the fire did not get beyond their control. 


Lots of us have complaints and criticisms of this sort 
to make of public officials, public administration and public 
employes, but few of us air them at the right time or place. 
Constructive criticism is helpful but unjustified slurs fre­ 
quently do harm. 


Now then, Mr. Fix-It operates his colmun for the bene­ 
fit of those people who have constructive criticism or justi­ 
fiable complaint to make of any condition within their 
knowledge. 
It is belie\ed that not enough take advantage 
ot this column, which brings the complaint directly to the 
proper source, in comparison to the many who array them­ 
selves with the “knockers” and make their complaints 
■where they can not be of any value. Perhaps such is human 
nature. 
THI-; COMIC STRIP. 


r \ E V E L O P M E N T of the “funnies,” or comic strips, has 
been one of the marked newspaper tendencies of recent 
years. 
The idea back of these comics is an old one, but 
their present popularity and magnitude are relatively new. 
Many newspapers, The Journal among them, regularly of­ 
fer a full page of these comics, and there is ample evidence 
that they are widely appreciated. 


Some of these humorous creations make no pretense at 
other than sheer slapstick comedy. 
Others are equally 
subtle and delicious in their humor. 
Still others, while fun­ 
ny. suggest an obvious moral. 
There is seemingly no end 
to the variations possible, in both aim and technique. 


Now comes Dr. Frederick \V. Seward, a Goshen. X. Y., 
neurologist, with praise for the newspaper comic sections as 
an aid to good health. They are an antidote for neurasthe­ 
nia and brain fag, he says. 


“ People whose ire is easily aroused,” he told a conven­ 
tion of medical men the other day in New York, “who fly 
into rage on the slightest provocation, are candidates for 
nerve exhaustion and .brain fag. A calm, even temperament 
is an invaluable health asset. 
I advise neurasthenics to look 
for the funny side of Hie. 
The liberal sprinkling of our 
newspapers with comic strips is a decidedly benefical thing 
from a health standpoint.” 


On the authority cf Dr. Seward it is a blessing in 
disguise for those who laugh at the victim’s plight. 
“Pa” 
Perkins’ troubles likewise are a safety-valve for the mul­ 
titudes who daily follow “ Folly and Her Pals.” 
If Dr. 
Seward is right, and we suspect he is, most of us would 
live longer ii we laughed more. 
It costs nothing to try it. 
Some have felt anxious about the “comics” because of their 
supposed instillation of wrong ideas of “art” into children, 
but the average child, we think, will not take the comic 
strips to be anything else than they are 


A Q U ESTIO N A IR E ON LAKE L E V E L S 
F 
ROM the federal engineering offices, city engineers at 
Great Lakes ports have received a questionaire asking, 
among other things whether compensating works ought to 
be built on the St. Clair river or elsewhere, in order to 
maintain lake levels. 
"I he questions include nothing as 
to whether the alleged giadual fall in lake levels ought 
further to be promoted by the continued withdrawal of 
water from the lakes through the Chicago canal. 
As to compensating works, at the St. Clair passage or 
elsewhere, the time may come when they will be an absolute 
necessity. This will certainly be so if it is true that natural 
causes are now producing, and will continue to produce. 
a gradual diminution in the amount of wafer received and 
carried by the entire Great Lakes system. 
It remains true, 
however, that compensating works to regulate 
the 
flow 
' would not only be very expensive but would also constitute 


a permanent inconvenience and delay to all shipping obliged 
to pass such work*. 
Such an inconvenience should there­ 
fore be introduced, only when uncontrollable Natural causes 
make it necessarv ; and the withdrawal of 10,000 cubic feet 
of water per second through the canal at Chicago is not 
ar. uncontrollable natural cause.
